Sweeping reductions in air mail rates to foreign countries will 
become effective November 1, Postmaster General Robert E. Hanna- 


gan announced October 8th. 


Mr. Hannegan said that the rate reductions resulted from con- 
ference with foreign postal officials during his recent round-the- 
world trip to study international mail conditions. 


“Foreign nations were enthusiastic 


about plans to reduce air 


postage rates,” the Postmaster General said, “and they are only wait- 


ing for the United States to show the way. “We 
he said. “Today the nations of the® 


world are bound together by com- 
munications—highways, sea lanes 
and by air. We can reach world 
security only by opening up new 
avenues of opportunity for social, 
economic, and cultural advance- 
ment and interchange of ideas. 








FIVE CENT AIR MAIL 
BOOKLET STAMP COMING 


Nickel air mail has met 
with such spontaneous ap- 
proval that post offices all 
over the country are -hard 
pressed to meet the public de- 
mand for the new 5-cent air 
mail stamp and stamped en- 
velope. 

Working night and day, fill- 
ing orders from the post of- 
fice department, the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing 
is producing 15 million 5-cent 
air mail stamps daily in an 
effort to keep post offices 
supplied. The envelope ag- 
ency at Dayton, Ohio, is like- 
wise on a 16-hour schedule 
turning out approximately 
one million air mail envelopes 
daily. 

Books of stamps have al- 
ways been popular with the 
public and production’ will 
start as soon as possible on 
a 5-cent air mail stamp book, 
containing 12 stamps and sell- 
ing for 61 cents.

As an 
example, Mr. Sullivan said, rates 
to South America, which now vary 
between 15c and 20c a half-ounce, 
will be reduced to 10c a half- 
ounce; Europe now 30c, reduced to 
15c; and Africa, Asia, and the Far 
East from a maximum of 70¢ 
down to 25c.

Mounting Plate Number Singles. 

From M. L. Simon of Detroit 
we get the first concrete idea of 
mounting the rather unmanagable 
plate number singles. It seems 
that first of all it would be well 
to have a list of the plate num- 
bers as released by the Bureau 
cf Printing as this tells you what 
numbers are assigned to the var- 
ious issues. It would not be en- 
tirely necessary but it would save 
you a lot of groping in the dark. 
Then you can layout your pages 
and according to your own whim 
decide how many plate numbers 
will be on the page. Mr. Simon 
suggest four td a page. This if you 
intend’ to get a stamp in each 
position and more or less plate 
the thing. By this method though 
it seems to me that four stamps in 
all positions of one number would 
complete your collection on that 
number. My own personal col- 
lection does not run that way so 
plagarizing a little from Mr. Si- 
mon, I intend to layout one page 
for each number. Divide it into

four parts. In the upper left will 
be mounted all the stamps with 
the plate numbers from the upper 
left corner, and so on around. In 
other words to each his own. For 
instance I have a le Philadelphia 
21379 Lower Right. It then will 
go in the lower right corner of 
the page that is set up for 21379. 
Incidently I have a Baltimore, O., 
le for the upper left, too, so I 
will have two stamps for that 
page. But the way the page is laid 
laid out I could still put eight 
more different towns with the 
same number in the space alloted. 
While I have space for nine each 
yet in the upper right and lower 
left. Looks like it might take a 
lot of pages that way but any pre- 
cancel collection does. Dividing 
the page into four parts will work 
on the rotary press issues but 
on the flat plate where the number 
is only on the top or bottom you 
will have to revise the system. 
Either divide the page in two, or 
lay it out for two numbers ‘and 
divide it in four. Since you will 
be apt to get too many of these 
I lean toward the latter method. 
It might be a good idea to use my

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\(WHE BELLWETHER OF THE FLOCK 


A lot of you people who have never been in the country may 
stumble over that word and wonder what it is all about, but we who 
(have enjoyed the open spaces that are scattered in between the cities 
‘and towns of the United States, otherwise known as the “country” 
are fully aware of its meaning and its significance. 
A “Bellwether” is the sheep that is leader of the 
flock. It carries a bell on a collar around its neck 
and the sheep through instinct, follow this leader. 
It‘s a great aid in herding sheep as any farmer 
could tell you. More about the bellwether a bit 
later, but now let us look at a paragraph printed 
in a dealers News Letter, which is sent to his cus- 
tomers. The dealer in question happens to be the 
Mid-City Stamp Company of Plainfield, New Jer- 
sey. We can quite agree in some ways with the 
remarks in this paragraph which we take from their 
e News Letter, but fear that the publisher of this 

letter has failed to take into consideration many 
George W. Linn factors which should be considered in any matter 
of this nature. We quote the paragraph we refer to as follows: 
“We mentioned previously the Jads who write for the papers. Let’s 
try that subject. Seems to us that of late everyone who is in philately 
is made at someone else. Every time we look at a stamp magazine or 
newspaper we find columns saying—‘don’t use cellulose acetate stamp 
mounts. “Use cellulose acetate stamps mounts.” “Don’t collect gum.” 
“Do collect gum.” Don’t speculate.” “Do speculate.” “Do this— 
Don’t that.” Frankly it’s a wonder to us that from the recent trend of 
stamp writing most collectors, speculators—or whatever you want to 
call them—aren’t more than slightly neurotic. Why in Heaven’s name 
don’t stamp writers realize that the vast majority of serious collec- 
tors are not complete idiots—that they have minds of their own—and 
regardless of a million do’s or don’ts they are going to do just as they 
pleases anyway.” 








We fail to find any evidence that. anyone writing on any subject 
appears to be mad at someone else. There is a difference of opinion, 
which is but natural and is proper. If we all agreed or thought alike 
on any subject it would be a drab world. That is the way totalitarian 
governments try to train their subjects. 

The question of cellulose acetate is as yet an unanswered one. 
Some use it with apparent safety due to the manner and method in 
which they use it. Others have used it and have ruined and destroyed 
stamps as we know from actual sight of some material. Only study of 
these things and frank discussion will bring out the true facts in time. 


As for the injunction “Don’t collect gum” or “Do collect gum”, we 
consider this a very vital subject and it should be known to any think- 
ing man that it is going to take a lot of hard fighting if the collecting 
public are awakened to the destruction that gum is doing to our 
stamps. It is probably possible that the author of the News Leiter 
from which we quote has no opinion on this subject. We would think 
much better of his remarks if he expressed an opinion either way 
for this is a matter that certainly deserves the best study and opinion 
of the real philatelist. 

If we should admit that the elimination of gum is desirable, it 
will take some hard pounding to get together the right group of col- 
lectors to publicly recognize this fact ang then to bring about action 
which will help eliminate the matter of gum from our catalogues, 
from our auction lists and from dealer advertising. It would be non- 
sensical for anyone to rush in and wash the gum from a rare stamp 
solely begause we and others have made an effort to have gum de- 
monetized as to value on our stamps, but if we can get the catalog- 
uers, the auctioneers and the dealers to declare flatfootedly that the 
stamps they price, describe and offer are not to be expected with gum 
on them, then we have the problem solved. Also that any dealer 
would refuse to pay more for a stamp with gum than for the same 
stamp without gum. All crusades of this or any other nature are 
made through publicity and such publicity is not fighting, even if 
some people approve of the matter and some disapprove. 

The author of this News Letter might as well apply his ideas end 
remarks to his general daily life and if he did so as seriously as he 
seems to want to be taken in this paragraph we wonder how he can 
ever look at a daily newspaper, a billboard or other bit of advertising 
or listen to a Radio, especially the commercials. 

We are urged through billboard and other publicity to chew 
Wrigleys Spearmint Gum, Smoke Camels, Raleighs or Philip Morris 
cigarettes, to vote for Ginsburg for president or not to vote for Gins- 
berg. Surely all this is in line with the argument our news-letter 
writer is putting*up against the writers in the Philatelic press and 
thus is entirely out of line. 

It must be remembered that in the stamp collecting field there 
are thousands of new recruits every year. These people can learn 
best by reading both sides of any question. If they read but one side 
they would be certain to be misled in many instances, for who can 
‘we name that might be able to state the true facts, all the facts and 
tell all that is known and that is right, in every bit of writing they 
did. 

Competition is the spice of “business”, It requires that both 
sides of any story must be told in order that the man of sound judg- 
ment may form his opinion from his own line of thought after know- 
ing both sides of any matter. As our news-letter writer states, ‘‘re- 
gardless of a million do’s or don’ts they are going to do just what they 
please anyway.” We grant that, but their own opinion and judg- 
ment is molded and guided by what they see and hear and it is the 
duty of the Philatelic writers and the Philatelic Press to publish all 
known facts on any subject for the guidance of these people that they 
may have some information on which to make up their minds and 
do as they please, which is one way or the other, for it is granted 
that they can not do both ways at the same time. They are the “Bell- 
wether” of the collector. 

The Philatelic Press like the lay press is the moulder of public 
Opinion in the stamp world and conditions would be in a sorry shape 
if the press did not accept this obligation and attempt to the best of 
its ability to help people form their opinions by giving both sides of 
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Mr, George W. Linn,

Dear Mr. Linn: 

You should be doubly congrat- 
ulated in serving both the phil- 
atelic and the mial sides of 
post-office matters. 

For, in actual fact, when one 
explores the matter, there really 
isn’t any publication that has 
espoused the cause of the long- 
suffering user of the mails. 

And after all, the Post Office 
is geting quite a bite out of you 
and me and the thousands of 
others who choose to buy paper 
for cash, and place no further 
burden upon the authorities in 
return, 

Isn’t it time they woke up and 
gave us a real postal service. 

You speak of the act of an 
Englishman re-numbering our 
early stamps to advantage. Per- 
chance the English have some 
good ideas in running their postal 
s, stem that we might know about 
to our gain? 

For one thing they don’t cause 
us to go scurrying half a mile 
to a rural box for our mail. Is 
gasoline so dear that our rural 
delivery can’t serve everyone’s 
house? 

And in the matter of the collec- 
tion of mail at our street boxes: 
The enamel plate may say that 
mail is picked up at such-and-such 
an hour. But when we approach 
that time, who is to say if the man 
who gathers it up has already been 
there or not? 

In England they have a good 
system as I guess you know: They 
have a little removable porcelain- 
enamelled indicator which the 
mail collector changes each time he 
collects his load from the box. He 
re-sets it to the next “hour of 
collection” In this way one does 
not have to do any guessing—the 
information is for all to see. Would 
it be too much to expect that

Thumbs Down On 
Those R. F. Surcharges 





Scott’s decision not to list the 
profusely issued R. F. surcharges 
on United States stamps has been 
re-echoed b:, the firm of Stanley 
Gibbons of London, publishers of 
the British catalog. They regard 
the stamps which have been 
jextensively advertised in the 
American press as mere controls, 
and not as philatelic varieties. 

When: American troops went 
ashore in North Africa back in 19- 
42, they extended to French troops 
who fought with them the right to 
send mail through American 
military Post Offices at rates also 
given to G. I.’s. French civilians 
soon took advantage of this, and 
instead of mailing their letters in 
French offices, they put American 
stamps on them, thus defrauding 
the French of considerable reve- 
nue, since the difference in rates 
was of course quite large. 

In an effort to put an end to 
this, and separated civilian from 
military mail, the French purchas- 
ed from American authorities a 
quantity of 6c air mai] stamps and 
stamped envelopes which they 
then surcharged with the initials 
“R, F.”, They then forbade civil- 
ians to use these, and put them on 
sale at face value of course, to 
military and naval personnel. By 
merely noting the return address 
of anyone using them, it could 
easily be determined if the users 
were civilians or otherwise. The 
surcharging thus put an end to the 
abuse, and protected French postal 
revenues. 

The French act was not without 
precedent, their deed being called 
a “control”, designed to control 
the proper use of the stamps, and 
it by no means creates a new 
variety. The fact that even the 
French do not regard them as 
other than novelties and war sou-

E. A. Wiltsee, Pioneer 
Collector Of Western 
To Sell His Collection 








A pioneer collector of Western 
franks, Pony Express, and kin- 
dred postal history items of the 
California gold rush period has 
decided to sell his famed collec- 
tion of this material. He is Ernest 
A. Wiltsee, vice president of the 
California Historical Society and 
gold miner’ extraordinary, who 
lives in San Francisco. The collec- 
tion, plus his exceedingly fine 
early U. S. stamps and covers, in- 
cluding postmasters’ provisionals, 
will be auctioned by Harmer, 
Rooke & Co., of 560 Fifth Avenue, 
New York City, on November 19- 
ei 

For 25 years Mr. Wiltsee has 
been digging out early express 
data in dusty newspaper files of 
the ’50s, studying steamer routes 
to California, dredging gold in 
ghost towns, and discovering col- 
lectors’ treasure in the form of 
old covers of the stagecoach and 
Noisy Carrier’s days. 

He has written extensively on 
this material for stamp periodicals 
and is the author of such books 
as “The Pioneer Miner and the 
Pack Mule Express” (1931), “The 
Truth About Freemont,” “The 
Joseph W. Gregory Express 1850- 
53” (a 1937 American Philatelist 
handbook), and “Gold Rush 
Steamers of the Pacific.” 

For years Mr. Wiltsee’s Wells, 
Fargo collection has been on ex- 
hibition in a specially built annex 
at the Wells, Fargo Bank in San 
Francisco, where it may still be 
seen.

More Famous American 
Stamps Unlikely Soon 


Numerous requests have been 
r -de of the Post Office Depart- 
ment for further issue of stamps 
picturing famous Americans. 
Men such as George Westing- 
house, inventor of the Air Brakes, 
Thomas Edison and others who are 
well deserving of such recognition 
have been sent the Department 
but it is unlikely according to 
word from Joseph J. Lawler, Third 
Assistant Postmaster General, that 
more such stamps will be issued 
soon. 

If and when such stamps are 
issued is would seem fitting that 
they be made in the size and 
general format of the previously 
issued series of these popular 
stamps, but that of caurse will be 
a matter for the Department to 
decide. 

A recent letter from Mr. Lawler, 
to Edward J. Flath of Rockford, 
Ill., who addressed a letter in the 
interest of a Westinghouse stamp 
contains the statement as follows 
which we take from a letter from 
Mr. Lawler. 

“The Department is well, aware 
of the merits of the application 
for a Westinghouse stamp, which 
was filed at least a year ago, but 
with the manufacturing conditions 
as they presently exist it is just 
impossible to consider further 
commemorative issues until def- 
inite improvement has been mani- 
fested.” 

“Tf it is later found possible to 
consider supplementation of the 
Famous American Series of 1940, 
the name of George Westinghouse 
will doubtlessly be accorded ap- 
propriate recognition.”

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MINT STAMPS—A METHOD OF MOUNTING 








By Alexander Hall 
If you gave a small boy some stamps and an album, I'll wager 
that the next thing he would want would be a pot of paste and a 
brush. Of course, you would smile indulgently, and reason that the 
immature mind would be unable to cope with the intricacy of hinges. 


But in that childish request there 
thought. 


As 2 philatelist of long standing, it has often occured to 


that the collector of mint stamps 
is on the wrong track. It may be 
necessary and desirable to use 
albums and hinges for used 
stamps, and stock books for mint 
sheets; but a valuable collection 
of stamps, such as mint blocks, 
is worthy of better method of 
mounting, preserving and present- 
ing. 

Even the disposition of the col- 
lector is, at the present time, af- 
fected by the vagaries of his hob- 
by. When he acquires something 
choice, he becomes imbued with 
a maternal instinct as to its wel- 
fare. None but he is allowed to 
touch it—he may even begrudge 
others the pleasure of looking at 
it—for fear something may hap- 
pen to mar its pristine beauty. 

The two fundamental reasons 
for collecting are: possession, and 
pride of possesion. When either 
of these natural outlets is ham- 
pered by silly rules, the collector’s 
judgement naturally becomes 
warped. No wonder non-collectors 
refer to him as a “nut.” There is 
often considerable ground, for the 
accusation. Like a lot of other 
strange things that men do: play- 
ing nursemaid to a stamp col- 
lection is both foolish and un- 
necessary. The underlying fear 
Povenring this, seems to be the fact 
that a collection has to be in su- 
perb mint condition to command 
the top price, when the collector 
is ready to dispose of it. 

The original gum has always 
been a detriment to condition. I 
have tried to discover one redeem- 
ing feature for it, and, I must 
confess, that outside of adhesion, 
there is none. There are, how- 
ever, many disadvantages.

der the present system it does 
add a false point of value. 

In the Berlin Postal Museum, 
all mint copies of stamps have 
the gum removed. They are then 
pasted down flat and covered 
with varnish. Drastic procedure, 
yet it preserves the stamps for 
the ages. Here, then, minus the 
varnish, is a solution to the orig- 
inal gum problem—a solution that 
I believe would do away with 
most of the foolishness that all 
collectors of unused stamps en- 
dure for no apparent good reason. 

Let us suppose, for example, 
that you are a collector of mint 
blocks of four. You have on hand 
a large supply of white linen cards, 
about 4 by 6 inches. Before a 
block is mounted, the catalogue 
number, date of issue quantity, 
and any other pertinent data, is 
neatly typed at the top or bot- 
tom of the card. The block is 
then moistened and centrally af- 
fixed the same way an envelope 
is stamped for mailing. 

The card is then slipped into 
a glassine or cellophane envel- 
ope, but NOT sealed. An album, 
similar to a cover album or a 
ca.:d-index file (if desired) com- 
pletes all the necessary equipment. 
Does it sound logical? Well, sup- 
pose we examine a few of its ad- 
vantages. . 

First, and most important, is 
that the cards can now be hand- 
led with impunity. Neophytes 
with dirty or greasy fingers would 
cease to be a menace. The envel- 
opes might become soiled but the 
stamps would always remain in 
first-class condition. Exchanging 
duplicates would be a simple mat- 
ter. The inevitable and trouble- 
some predicament of what to do 
with new issues would be solved. 
There would be no waiting for 
new albums or leaves to be print- 
ed. Transferring from the old 
album to the new would also be 
eliminated. There would be no 
more creased or torn stamps due to 
page-turning. It would also eli- 
minute the stamps that are some- 
times found ahering to album 
pages due to cooking washing or 
heating moistures, fog or other 
phenomena that not only disrupts 
the collector’s peace of mind, but 
diminisnes his interest in the hob- 
by, to say nothing of the con- 
tents of his purse. 

Stamps that might have had a 
tendency to curl, will remain flat 
indefinitely if they are struck 
to a card. A stamp so affixed is 
just as mint as one unstuck; and 
whether the original gum or pa- 
perhanger’s paste was used, would 
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be of little importance. 

It might be argued that stamps 
with torn backs or thin spots 
would be pasted on cards. As most 
of us already know, there are 
unscrupulous members in all walks 
of life, and philatelists are no ex- 
ception. But if stamps, as issued, 
were immediately placed on cards 
there would be no way to become 
subsequently torn. 

However, I think we should pay 
more attention to the front of the 
stamp, and ignore the back. The 
fact that a stamp is uncancelled 
should be proof enough that it 
is unused; and a very obvious fact 
is that if the print was removed, 
all that would be left would be 
a worthless piece of gummed pa- 


per. 

The dealer would certainly have 
no reason to object to the change. 
Supply and demand are still his 
only concern, and if it was dis- 
covered that advanced collecting 
had changed from a series of de- 
licate operations to one of utter 
simplicity, he would have many 
more customers. His stock would 
be easier to classify, anq he 
would also enjoy the benefits al- 
ready outlined. 

I see no reason for the album 
manufacturer to object. He would 
have a broader field than before. 
His once troublesome task of pre- 
paring mew pages for new issues 
would be forever eliminated. In 
addition to albums, he could pre- 
pare and print attractive cards, 
complete with such information 
about the stamps that is usually 
harg for the average collector to 
obtain. 

Naturally, I like this idea my- 
self. I haven’t put it into effect 
because I am like the rest of the 
sheep—and I cannot accomplish 
much by being a lone martyr. 
But if the idea met with general 
approval, a concentrated action by 
several outstanding stamp clubs 
would end a puzzling problem, 
and lead to a simpler, cleaner and 
more sensible method of preserv- 
ing a valuable collection.

On the tall post- 
boxes on the street corners in 
England, they affix a sort of arrow

Moreover, try posting a letter 
in some out-of-the-way village in 
Whats-shire at a most unearthly 
hour and you’ll be amazed to find 
that it gets delivered miles and 
miles away the next morning at 
7 a. m. or thereabouts.

Official Publication of the POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT 


This is the Official Government book issued by the Postoffice department and sold by them 
at 30c, same as we ask for the book.
